President’s Corner

Mest of our readers are tired of talk 
about volunteerism. But let me share 
with you a short, real life story that will 
illustrates what volunteerism can accom- 
plish. Then consider what the Foundation 
might be able to accomplish if we had a 
few more volunteers. 


About 2% years ago a bunch of moms 
and a couple of dads and one grandfather 
got together and decided to build the kids 
of their community a special kind of play- 
ground. Eager and active and committed, 
they set up committees: fund raising, 
childcare, community organizations were 
approached, businesses were contacted, 
boys and girls club, men’s club, garden 
club, the local hotel and grocery store, etc. 
No one escaped these committees. Then 
they went and got the kids and, with the 
architect, designed the "perfect play- 
ground.” It was to cover 9600 square feet 
and include all the playground equipment 
and facilities a kid could dream of. 


On April 4th, 1990, the crescendo 
came. The next five days were full of 
countless stories of personal accomplish- 
ment. Eight hundred citizens came 
during those five days and built this play- 
ground in an old fashioned barn-raising 
style. The weather had to be overcome 
first. Blistering cold and a wind that cut 
you in half, torrential rains, snow and 
finally a tentative sunshine. Not typical 
April weather, but the spirit of what had 
to be accomplished in the name of the 
children of this community was stronger 
than Mother Nature. The people worked 
into the night under flood lights from an 
excavation company, using all kinds of 
power tools, with power from Pepco’s 600 
amp. pole; front loaders and augers from 
contractors and C&P. Tools were stored 
at night in a trailer from a shipping 
container yard. They went home at 10 or 
11 p.m. and were back at 7 a.m. to be 
greeted with breakfast from the local 
grocer. Lunch was provided by restau- 
rants and fast food operators in the area, 
dinner by citizens eager to do something 
to help - anything. (See page 31)

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FCC HIGHLIGHTS

",...Jn response to two petitions 
(RM-2567 and RM-3138), the FCC initiat- 
ed a rule making (Docket #78-250) which 
looked toward reducing or eliminating the 
telegraphy requirements for handicapped 
persons seeking licenses in the Amateur 
Service. "...the Commission added "if it 
creates a class of amateur radio operator 
license with no telegraphy requirements, 
the class will be available to any appli- 
cant..not limited to those with certain 
disabilities. "Hams interpreted that state- 
ment to mean that the Commission would 
be using the disabled as their justification 
for the long rumored and awaited no-code 
"Communicator" license; first discussed in 
1974 as a part of Docket #20282. "The 
ARRL objected profusely to allowing the 
shortcomings of the handicapped to be 
used as the grounds for a no code ham 
ticket for everyone. Even disabled persons 
protested ... especially those who had 
already struggled to pass the telegraphy 
requirements." On March 11, the FCC was 
persuaded to think better of their 
approach to no-code and killed their 
proposal. They did it on the basis that 
FCC examiners couldn’t determine who 
was indeed incapacitated..." (W5YI 
REPORT, July 15, 1990). 


Intervention by President Bush and 
Jordan’s King Hussein, JY1, is credited 
with causing a change in FCC’s stand on 
code testing for physically handicapped 
Amateurs. As a result of his letter to the 
King, a 15 year Technician class licensee, 
Tom McMillen, WB3HGW, now has 
received a waiver of the General class 
code test. McMillen has epilepsy and is 
paralyzed and confined to a wheel chair. 
"According to his doctor, McMillen’s dis- 
ability and the effects of medication have 
prevented him from raising his Morse 
code speed to the required 13 WPM, even 
after extended study and practice." (W5YI 
REPORT, 07/01; WESTLINK REPORT, 
07/06). 


"There have been a few indications 
that the ARRL may be preparing its 
members for a concerted effort to once 
again kill off the chance of a codeless class 
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of amateur license from being instituted 
in the United States. "While the ARRL 
hierarchy has gone on record as favoring 
a No Code license, it did so before the 
FCC issued P.R. 90-55, in which the 
phase-out of both the Novice and 
Technician Classes is traded for the 
adoption of a new Communicator Class." 
(WESTLINK REPORT 07/20). 


At it’s July 20 and 21 meeting the 
ARRL Board of Directors "...reaffirmed the 
League’s position on a codeless entry-level 
Amateur Radio license, paralleling a 
’strawman’ recommendation made by 
committee in May (see July QST, p 54). 
"The board remains committed to the 
retention of both Novice and Technician 
classes of license, in addition to the 
proposed new Communicator class. 
"One change from the recommendation 
was that accredited volunteer examiners 
holding General class licenses should be 
authorized to administer Communicator 
and Novice examinations. (ARRL Letter, 
07/27/90). 


"While the agenda for the 1992 World 
Administrative Radio Conference (WARC- 
92) has been established, the full extent 
of possible threats to amateur allocations 
will not be known for some time." In the 
fall "...it is possible that a recommenda- 
tion may emerge to separate the 40 meter 
amateur band from the 41-meter broad- 
casting band, providing a 300-kHz exclu- 
sive worldwide amateur allocation of 
6950-7250 kHz adjacent to a worldwide 
broadcasting band beginning at 7250 kHz. 
"The FCC’s Second Notice Of Inquiry 
(NOI) this fall will provide the best oppor- 
tunity for the public to comment on 
U.S.WARC-92 proposals as they develop." 
(THE ARRL LETTER 07/13). 


"The FCC has formally asked the 
Soviet Ministry of Posts and Telecom- 
munications to solve an interference 
problem on the amateur 20- and 17-meter 
bands. "In messages to Moscow on June 
21, the FCC requested assistance in 
"mitigating harmful interference" on 
14.024 and 18.125 MHz, coming from 
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FCC Highlights - Continued 


stations signing "URS" and "RKA," respec- 
tively. " These requests came after many 
reports were received from concerned 
amateurs. (ARRL Letter 7/13/90). 


"The ARRL has offered an alternative 
to an FCC proposal to move the 80 meter 
Novice/Technician band. "Citing interfer- 
ence from radiotelephone stations in the 
3725-3750 kHz segment, FCC proposed 
in PR Docket 90-100 to move the 
80 meter Novice subband from its current 
3700-3750 to 3675-3725 kHz. "As an alter- 
native, the League has proposed, in 
comments filed June 15, that the subband 
be expanded to 3675-3750 and, concur- 
rently, that the 200 watt power limitation 
for General, Advanced and Amateur Extra 
class operators (in that segment of 80 
meters) be changed to 1500 watts. "This 
would provide increased flexibility for 
Novice and Technician operators without 
reducing the privileges of other licensees. 
(ARRL Letter 7/27/90). 


"The Radio Television News Directors 
Association (RTNDA)...asked for a change 
in the rule prohibiting amateur stations 
from providing communications facilities 
to support broadcasting operations, except 
when common carrier facilities and broad- 
cast remote pickup links have been 
disrupted and life and property is in 
immediate danger. "Specifically, RTNDA 
requested the immediate safety of life or 
property provision in the rule be expand- 
ed to include information relating to any 
important news event, or in the alterna- 
tive, that the immediacy factor be elimi- 
nated from the rules. 


"The Commission was not persuaded 
that it should either adopt RTNDA’s 
substitute rule or eliminate the immediacy 
factor from the current rule, believing 
that the prohibition against use of 
amateur stations for commercial purposes, 
including broadcasting, must be retained 
if the amateur service frequencies are to 
remain free of commercial and broadcast- 
ing exploitation." (ARRL Letter July 27, 
1990; QST, August 1989,page 59). 
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"The Anti-Drug Abuse Act of 1988 
permits the FCC to deny telecommunica- 
tions licenses to persons convicted of drug 
offenses. "Amateur Radio is the ONLY 
type of license excluded from the new 
program, because the Anti-Drug Abuse 
Act encompasses only licenses used for 
professional or commercial purposes. 
"Amateurs will not have to certify that 
they are drug free, nor will the FCC be 
able to deny ham licenses to convicted 
drug offenders." (W5YI Report, 07/01/90).

BOARD BACKS CODELESS 
LICENSE, STANDS FIRM 

FOR NOVICES, TECHS 

A codeless Amateur Radio license, the 
upcoming World Administrative Radio 
Conference (WARC-92), and ways to 
streamline operations dominated the 
ARRL’s second board of directors meeting 
of 1990. 


At what several participants called an 
"unusually quiet meeting," the board 
heard an extensive report from President 
Larry Price and Executive Vice President 
David Sumner on the League’s prepara- 
tions for WARC-92. Several staff changes 
were announced, changes intended to aid 
the WARC preparations. 


Sumner in particular noted the possible 
expansion of the high frequency broad- 
casting bands and its potential impact on 
amateur bands, and the increased demand 
for UHF spectrum by new land mobile 
and mobile satellite systems. He stressed 
the importance of continued Amateur 
Radio technical development in the light 
of future competition for spectrum. 


The board reaffirmed the League’s 
position on a codeless entry-level Amateur 
Radio license, paralleling a ’strawman’ 
recommendation made by committee in 
May. The board remains committed to 
the retention of both Novice and Tech- 
nician classes of license, in addition to the 
proposed new Communicator class. 


One change from the recommendation 
was that accredited volunteer examiners 
holding General class licenses should be 
authorized to administer Communicator 
and Novice examinations. 


In the area of membership services, the 
board heard reports from several commit- 
tee chairmen, including one on data pro- 
cessing now being implemented for the 
DX Century Club award. 
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By approving changes in several of the 
by-laws of the League’s articles of associa- 
tion, the board modified some staff 
responsibilities. The positions of 
executive vice president and business 
manager now are Officially described as 
reporting directly to the board, and their 
areas of responsibility are now more clear- 
ly delineated. ' 


Briefly, in other matters: 

* The board, after hearing a report 
from the Membership Services Committee 
on spectrum management, voted to 
"encourage that further member input be 
sought with a final report and recommen- 
dation to be brought back to the Board at 
its 1991 Annual Meeting." An articles on 
this subject will appear in Oct QST. 


* The League’s investment portfolio 
increased in both performance and 
balance in 1989 (over 1988). 


* The ARRL Foundation balance 
increased from $360,000 to $422,000 in 
1989. 


* The business manager reported both 
revenues and expenses being below predic- 
tions for the first six months of 1990. 


* The executive vice president was 
instructed, "in light of the advances made 
in modeling and measurement of antenna 
performance in recent years," to prepare a 
report for the next meeting of the board 
"on the issues involved and any recom- 
mendations for change in the current 
advertising policy related to antenna gain 
figures." 


* A special code proficiency certificate 
honoring the bicentennial of the birth of 
Samuel F.B. Morse will be available from 
April 27, 1991 through March 31, 1992. 


* Shauna Richards, N7NGT, was named 
the 1989 recipient of the Hiram Percy 
Maxim Award. (Continued)

* Gerald Kasselmann, KD4QA, was 
awarded the ARRL Professional Instruc- 
tor of the Year award for 1990. 


* Lyle Aufranc, AA6DJ, was selected to 
receive the Herb S. Brier Instructor of the 
Year award for 1990. 


* Andre Kesteloot, N4ICK, will receive 
the Pewter Cup for technical excellence 
for his article, "A Practical Direct- 
Sequence Spread-Spectrum UHF Link," 
which appeared in the May 1989 issue of 
QST. 

* The board conferred on Iris and Lloyd 
Colvin, W6QL and W6KG, a special award 
as Amateur Radio Ambassadors of the 
decade 1980-1990 for their. tireless efforts 
to foster international goodwill by means 
of Amateur Radio. 


* The board thanked Naoki Akiyama, 
NX1L/JHIVRQ, who recently left the 
headquarters staff, for his eight years of 
service to the League and its members, in 
the field of international service. 


* The Board approved an ARRL 
"National Certificate of Merit," to 
"recognize achievements of members 
contributing substantially to the further- 
ance of the goals of Amateur Radio 
Service, in a manner of national signifi- 
cance." ' . 


The board met in nia Conn., 
on July 20 and 21. 


RADIOSPORT EVENT BUILDS 
INTERNATIONAL GOODWILL. 

"A resounding success" is how organiz- 
ers and participants in the World Radio- 
Sport Team Championship describe last 
Friday’s unique event. Twenty-two teams 
from 15 countries vied for gold, silver, and 
bronze medals, but this was more than 
just another radio contest. 


"The only winner here was friendship," 
said Vasily Bondarenko, UV3BW, who is 
chief of the Krenkel Central Radio Club. 
"We are sincerely thankful," Bondarenko 
said, "for the great efforts of the 
organizers in making this difficult project 
possible." 
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Bondarenko presented Soviet medals to 
the competition winners, who also 
received medals and plaques from the 
organizers. All competitors also received 
plaques for participation and other 
mementos of the event from ICOM, Ham 
Radio Outlet, MFJ, and others.

Each team operated from a local Seattle 
ham’s home, using stations as similar as 
possible: tribanders, low band dipoles, 
ICOM IC-765 transceivers and IC-735 
spotting receivers.

* Space Shuttle Columbia might be 
lauched sometime around August 30, with 
astronaut Ron Parise, WA4SIR, aboard. 


* Ham astronaut Ken Cameron, 
KB5AWP, has been cleared to attend the 
ARRL Southwestern Division Convention 
in San Diego on Aug. 24-26, in place of 
WAASIR, if WA4SIR is preparing to fly. 


* Amateur satellite DOVE-OSCAR-17 
returned to service July 22 after four 
months in a “computer coma," thanks to 
the efforts of N4HY and NK6K. For now 
the satellite’s 2-meter beacon on 145.825 
is running just 250 mW, until its solar 
batteries are fully charged. 


* According to the Louisiana Council of 
Amateur Radio Clubs, the Louisiana 
Public Service Commission has "directed 
South Central Bell Telephone Company to 
file new tariffs changing their charges to 
amateur radio groups from commercial to 
residential," effective June 26. 
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This victory culminated two years of 
work by the council. 


* And in Texas, Southwest Bell now 
will, on a case-by-case basis, give reduced 
rates for repeater autopatches. — 


* Japan now has more than a million 
amateur radio stations, according to the 
Japan Amateur Radio League. Japan’s 
Ministry of Posts and Telecommunica- 
tions tallied 1,027,101 stations at the end 
of 1989. For comparison the 100,000 
station mark was passed in 1970. 


* A W1AW. multi-operator effort in the 
1990 IARU HF Championship contest 
July 14 and 15 produced about 4 million 
points.

Recollections of visits to the Western Union Telegraph Company’s 
Seattle Office "SX" in the middle ’30s. 


Located in a major downtown office building was a room approximately 100 x 150 
feet in size, with rows of desks and equipment for 40+ "Morse Operators". Each 
"position" was equipped with a wooden high-backed chair, a manual typewriter in a well 
built into the desktop, one (or more) "Sounders" and associated "resonator boxes", and 
one (or more) telegraph keys. For received traffic there was a "hook" and/or a moving 
belt conveyor. Outgoing traffic was carried to individual positions by clerks and placed 
in one of several "out baskets", each clearly marked with the destination’s call sign (SK 
for Spokane, for example). Along two walls were test panels, patch panels, in and out 
message sorting and filing stations for the traffic clerks, and a desk for the TC (Traffic 
and/or Trick Chief) who was the lord of all he/she surveyed and whose word was law. 


With 40 sounders all clicking away, it was utter bedlam to the uninitiated - a babble 
of sound. However, the TC was able to sort out each and every operator’s "wire" by ear 
and with the help of the pitch-changing tobacco can which each operator placed on or 
near his/her instrument. Each telegrapher wore a green eyeshade - the "badge of office" 
of the professional telegrapher, and it was indeed recognized as a profession. Working 
in a busy "central office" such as this, each operator had his or her own semi-automatic 
sending instrument - usually a "Martin Vibroplex (which used the "Bug" as a logo - as 
one now sees on the Vibroplex Company’s product line), or a "bug-like" instrument 
manufactured by the Telegraph Apparatus Company. A few used "Sideswipers" and it 
took (takes) a special skill to use one of these! 


Most of the traffic to/from low-traffic-level stations was sent "as it came”, ie, as the 
written message came from originator. Circuit speed varied somewhat, but was usually 
in the 20-40WPM range.On the "long-haul" circuits (Seattle-San Francisco, 
Seattle-Denver, etc.) 30 or even 40WPM was much too slow and only the most skilled of 
the operators were permitted to "sit" these circuits - for here it was that the wonderful 
Phillips Code was used. As for speed - on the "Phillips Circuits" traffic was handled at 
upward of 3,000 words per hour. Some of the even faster "Bonus Wires" handled traffic 
at over 6(0WPM without any rest periods whatsoever. 


All this was possibly due to an telegraphic shorthand developed by Mr. Walter A. 
Phillips in 1879. Commonly used words were sent in contracted form, such as ABB for 
ABBREVIATION and the receiving operator would type out the whole word as he\she 
listened to the contracted form. To illustrate: AYW = ANYWHERE BLDG = 
BUILDING BYS = BYSTANDER SAT = SATISFY SCOTUS = SUPREME 
COURT OF THE UNITED STATES Using this method an average saving in circuit 
time of 33-1/3% was realized, running considerably higher in some cases. For example, 
the message " MUST HAVE IMMEDIATE ANSWER TO OUR TELEGRAM OF 
YESTERDAY" was expressed in Phillips Code as MST HV IMT AR TO OU TGM O YA 
representing a saving of 49%. As several thousand of the contractions were required to 
be committed to memory, none but the best of the operators combined this with 
near-faultless sending/receiving. Errors were few and far between - especially on the 
bonus wires where each message sent, above a "floor minimum", meant money in the 
pocket for the two operators involved. It was normal operating procedure to go for days 
without making a mistake. Those who could not meet this challenge were "lifted" from 
the circuit and either fired on the spot or relegated to a lower paying wire. Coming on 
watch an operator would exchange "sines" with the person at the other end, and 
immediately "get with it". Individual messages were not acknowledged - there was no R 
or QSL sent or requested. At the end of a watch, the receiving operator would merely 

send his sine, thereby acknowledging receipt of every message sent that shift. =

Radio Interference Bulletins 


The Baltimore office of the Federal Communications Commission has a number of 
new Bulletins regarding radio interference which have been researched and written to 
aid the public in locating and resolving a number of different types of interference. 
Each bulletin (or "Monitor", as they are called) deals with one specific type of 
interference source and possible solutions. 


The "Monitors" are exceptionally well done and should be in the library of every 
Amateur Radio club - if not on the shelf of every Amateur Radio station. In fact, I 
would like to see them in the hands of every consumer in the country! Author Joycelyn 
Walls, the Public Affairs Specialist at the FCC field office, describes the symptems, 
causes, resolution and solution to all the most common interference problems. And she 
takes a refreshing attitude toward who or what is most suspect. She doesn’t suggest (as 
so many have in the past) that anyone experiencing any type of 
radio/television/cable/telephone/computer interference go around the neighborhood and 
look for the tell tale evidence of an Amateur Radio station! Joycelyn, where have they 
been hiding you all these years?

On heavy circuits it was sometimes the custom to send for four hours and "change 
ends" to receive for four hours while the other person sent. Lunch was eaten "on the fly" 
and for calls of nature, the TC would come to the position and take over - sliding into 
the chair as the other person left, and continuing the operation without interruption. 
(The 8hrs/day is for illustrative reasons only - depending upon circumstances, longer 
hours were common, and the 4-1/2 day week was just coming into being). "TELETYPE" 
was a dirty-word to Telegraphers, referring to the teletypewriters just coming into 
widespread use, and spelling doom for the profession of Telegraph Operator. (Teletype, 
today, is of course the trademarks of the Teletype Corporation.) More later.

"NOT IN UNITED RANKS" 
Letter to the editor from V. Gichko, UB4MCI 


The rules provide that a certain sport class is required to upgrade a station from one 
category to another; to upgrade a station from third to second category, a 2nd sport 
radiocommunication class is required. ‘This is one-sided. Not all radio amateurs 
participate in contests: Some like chasing diplomas [certificates], some like to construct 
radio equipment, and some simply enjoy on-the-air operation. In recent years it’s 
become known how these classes are earned. I don’t want to call everyone names, but I 
know how some operators of collective stations in our oblast’ got their sport classes. 


Qualifications of station licensees should be determined not only by sport class but 
also by the quality and amount of time of on-the-air operation. 


I think the present system discredits the very idea of amateur radio communication. 
We are told to participate in competitions whether we like it or not. In our town, many 
have given up ham radio. In what respect is the Soviet radio amateur worse than his 
American counterpart, who is granted the category for which he passes an exam? 
Honestly, it’s sad. 


"CQ-U" COLUMN 


The events of 13 - 14 March 1989 -- the strongest "aurora" in the past eight years -- 
were repeated 20-21 October and 17 November 1989. Noticeable openings also 
occurred on 10 June, 19 and 26 September, and 2 - 3 November 1989. The radioaurora 
extended as far southward as during the Spring. 


No stations in [Western] Europe located further south than ours were affected, even 
though the station density there is far greater. The southernmost stations were I4XCC 
from [grid] square JN63 and F9HS from JN23. 


UV4HN worked OH2BAP; UA4UK worked Y22ME and DK@9TU (about 2000 km); 
RB5EF worked DL7BF (ODX 1931 km); RA3AGS worked Y21NB, LA3BO, DL3LBK 
(2000 km), DJ9YE, DL8LAQ, SP6GZZ, OK2KZR, OZ5BU, SM6MB, and OZ1GEH; 
UZ3DD worked PAQOOS (1995 km), HG@HO, PA@OOM (1950 km), and DLISDN (2040 
km). In October and November, UV1AS had over 20 QSLs on 430 MHz; on 144 MHz he 
worked SPIJWY (JO84), LASEU (JP32), OY9JD (IP61, 1993 km). On 17 November, 
RA3YCR had 15 QSOs with Denmark, the GDR, and the FRG on 430 MHz. RA3LE 
reported working, on 430 MHz, several OHs and DL2NO, DJ9BV, LA8SJ, and PA3DZL 
(1855 km) on 26 September, and OZ1LO, SK9CT, SM4KYN, SM3AKW, and LA9BM on 
20 October. RB5PA’s most interesting QSOs were with F1FHI, F6FDP, OE8XCI, and 
OE3UP.

"FOUNDING CONFERENCE OF THE RAS" 
by Gennadiy Grigor’yevich Shul’gin, UZ3AU [ex-UA3ACM] 

There were varied reactions to a call last November for volunteers for the RAS 
(radiolyubitel’skaya avariynaya sluzhba) [Radioamateur Emergency Service]. Some 
were frightened off by the fairly strict requirements for membership in the RAS and 
others simply didn’t believe in the effectiveness of the service, which came into being 
"under the wing of DOSAAF." 


However, some volunteers were found, mostly among those who participated in 
rescue operations following the Armenian earthquake [which occurred 7 December 
1988]. Sixty delegates from all ten radio amateur call areas of the USSR met at 
Sverdlovsk in mid-January 1990 at the first founding conference of the RAS. The 
principal matter for discussion was Rules [Ustav] for the RAS. 


The basic purpose of the RAS is to provide radiocommunication to state and social 
organizations following natural disasters, industrial accidents, or catastrophes, in the 
USSR and elsewhere. The RAS is also called upon to transmit and receive information 
for individual citizens through amateur channels in accordance with the [ITU] Radio 
Regulations. The RAS plans to provide communication equipment to its members 
without charge, the only condition being participation in the RAS radio net. 


But where will this equipment come from? Relying on articles produced by 
DOSAAF enterprises would be pointless since in the opinion of the majority of 
conference participants the transceivers produced by DOSAAF often radiate "hooligan" 
signals even under normal operating conditions. However, speeches at the conference 
by radio industry representatives gave some hope that conversion of military facilities to 
civilian production will result in a decent transceiver being made for the Soviet 
shortwaver. 


The following frequencies were proposed for RAS operation: 1860 kHz, 3630 kHz, 
7090 kHz, 14290 kHz, 21390 kHz, and 28690 kHz. If permission is given, installation on 
the spot of repeaters receiving on 145 MHz and transmitting 600 kHz higher is planned. 


Any licensed radio amateur wishing to help those in need is eligible for RAS 
membership. Simply notify your regional coordinator or check in to the weekly RAS 
"round tables" Tuesdays at 1800 MSK [1500/1400 GMT] on 7090 or Saturdays at 1100 
MSK on 14290 kHz. 


The matter of using the RAS to popularize amateur radio was raised. It was 
proposed that RAS competitions be held, with RAS sportsmen operating under field 
conditions, and with antenna installation limited to one person. 


It’s a shame no representatives from the Federation of Radio Sport or the Central 
Committee of DOSAAF USSR attended, although invitations were sent to them. 
Improving contacts with these organs could only help matters! 


The conference elected as Federal Coordinator of the RAS Aleksandr Panormovy, 
UV3DHH, an employee of the CRC of the USSR Named After E. T. Krenkel’. His 
deputy is M. Vodyanaya, UZ9CM, from Sverdlovsk. [TRANSLATOR’S NOTE: 
According to an article by the same author in RADIO #03/1989, Sasha (Aleksandr) 
Panormov, UV3DHH, the operator at Central Radio Club station UK8F when the 
earthquake occurred, went to Armenia to help in rescue operations. The form of the 
last name Vodyanaya suggests that UZ9CM is a woman. Neither UV3DHH nor UZ9CM 
appears in the current U.S. (international) callbook or update.]

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A 12 Volt DC Standard Connector 7 
Bob Bruninga, WB4APR 


For the Ham Shack, there is a standard 115 VAC connector, but there are dozens of — 
incompatible connectors used for 12 VDC so that every device must be provided with its 
own matching 12 volt supply and cord. The market is so fragmented that many 
electronics devices are sold with no connector at all, but bare wire. Just listening to 
people complain in the last week prior to field day about spending all their time in the 
preparation of portable DC connectors, made me decide to share my DC system with 


you. | 


The members of the AMRAD group in McLean, VA, standardized as a club on a 2- 
pin JONES connector to minimize confusion at field day and emergency events. I don’t 
need to preach the tremendous advantages of having a standard connector in your own 
ham shack, but imagine if everyone in your own club could agree on a standard! 

Unfortunately, I never liked the 2-pin plug because it requires a separate female socket 
_ for every matching male plug and is not cost effective nor as flexible as it could be. 


Taking a lesson from the ubiquitous. 115 VAC connectors, I standardized on the 4- 
pin female JONES connector within my own Ham shack and on my automobiles and 
batteries. Both chassis and cord connectors are available. I now have a convenient 12 
VDC double connector on every 12 volt source I own. For plugs, I cut a 4-pin male plug 
in half to obtain two 2-pin plugs that I can use for two separate devices (as shown in 
Fig. 1). For high current applications, the full 4-pin male connector in parallel can be 
used. To complete my system, I have a number of extension cords of various lengths. 

_ Each cord provides two more receptacles, just like for the 115 volt system. 


Please note that this is a system of 12 VDC distribution at the source, not at the 
using device, and therefore does not compete with any of the existing Japanese 
connectors. The only competing connector for this application is the cigarette lighter, 
which is bulky and only one-to-one. 


Over the last several years, I have written this proposal to the ARRL, Radio Shack, 
TRW (the manufacturers of the Jones connector) and various manufacturers of power 
supplies, but I always get the same response - It’s too hard, there is no standard, and no 
one wants to invest in it until everyone else does. [I still think it is a good idea. , And 
even if this may not be the ideal connector, I hope this article will at least start some 
discussion. 


I have found the 4-pin Jones connector to be ideal and have been using this system for. 
over 6 years. If you agree, use it, and come plug in anywhere in my shack. ne

RECENT COORDINATION ACTIVITY IN T-MARC AREA 


Recoordination of the 444.050 MHz repeater in Delmar, Delaware became final on 
August 2nd. After August 5th, recoordination of the 145.230 MHz repeater and remote 
receiver to the Westminster Chicken Farmers Radio & Computer Club was effective for 
their new locations in Reisterstown and Owings Mills, Maryland. 


Final coordination took place on August 4th for the proposed 224.340 MHz repeater 
in Manassas, Virginia. Another "final" went into place after August 4th for the 
Maryland F.M. Association’s proposed 146.760 MHz slave “simulcast” transmitter in 
Northwest Washington, D.C. 


Other activities planned by amateurs include the building of a new two-meter 
repeater at New Carrollton and the relocation of the 444.850 MHz repeater from 
Bethesda, Maryland to Tyson’s Corner, Virginia. Once the New Carrollton A.R.A 
advises T-MARC on a date for commencing operations, interim coordination will be 
issued for the 6-month test period. A new group will be applying for recoordination of 
the Bethesda repeater. Watch for details. 


REMEMBER WHEN? ... OR FOOD FOR THOUGHT 


Remember when . . . T-MARC made the packet sub-band recommendations? 
T-MARC left utilization of these bands to the Packet Community. 


The packet sub-bands are already very crowded. Would it be more useful to consider 
using closer spacing than 20 KHz? One can get six more channels by using 15 KHz 
channel spacing in the two sub-bands (i.e. seven instead of five in the 145.00 to 145.10 
and 14 instead of ten in the 145.50 to 145.70 segments). 


Is the Packet Community using the spectrum efficiently? Perhaps some testing to 
determine if TNC’s could survive in a 15 KHz adjacent-channel environment might be 
worthwhile. 


AN OPEN LETTER - DISCONTINUE PACKET ACTIVITY 
To: Members of the T-MARC area amateur community and others, 


T-MARC is looking for your assistance in the resolution of a problem which is being 
experienced by several amateur stations in the T-MARC area. 


Within the two-meter band segment, 144.90 thru 145.00 MHz, T-MARC has 
coordinated several repeaters. These repeaters operate in a cross-band mode, repeating 
both to and from some other amateur band. Some of them have been in operation for 
several years. 


Unfortunately, these repeaters have been experiencing moderate to severe 
interference from amateur packet stations operating on the same frequencies. Since 
most packet operators do not normally monitor a frequency with their receiver’s 
loudspeaker turned on, the operators are frequently unaware of the non-packet activity 
on the frequency. 


T-MARC is therefore requesting your assistance in the resolution of this problem by 
asking that you discontinue all packet activity in the 144.90 to 145.00 MHz portion of 
the two-meter band. (Continued) 
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T-MARC Continued 


T-MARC is aware that there is packet activity on these frequencies in other portions 
of the country, and T-MARC would therefore like to explain the rationale for this 
request. As most may be aware, the F.C.C. Rules require stations in repeater operation 
to operate only within certain segments of the amateur VHF and UHF bands. In the 
two-meter band, Section 97.205(b) of the Rules limits repeaters only to operation within 
the 144.50 to 145.50 and the 146.00 to 148.00 MHz portions of the band. Repeater 
operation between 144.00 and 144.50 and 145.50 to 146.00 MHz is prohibited. 


Some packet operators have wondered how T-MARC became involved in 
recommending frequency segments in which packet stations could operate. In the 
earliest days of amateur packet operation on the two-meter band, the packet pioneer 
came to T-MARC to request a few frequencies where they could conduct their packet 
experiments. The reason they came to T-MARC is that, at that time, T-MARC was the 
ONLY group that was involved in any form of "spectrum planning" (or whatever one 
might call it) in this area. - 


Everyone was uncertain, at that time, whether or not packet "digipeaters" were 
considered to qualify as "repeaters" under the F.C.C. Rules. So, everyone went under 
the assumption that digi’s were required to operate within the authorized repeater 
sub-bands. Since T-MARC had already coordinated some repeaters in the 144.90 to 
145.00 MHz band segment, and the packet operators said they only needed a few 
channels, T-MARC recommended they operate in the 145.00 to 145.10 MHz band 
segment. 


Fortunately for packet operators, the Rules were subsequently interpreted by the 
Commission to NOT limit packet stations to operation within those limited segments of 
the band where repeaters must operate. So, packet stations were now free to operate in 
those portions of the band where repeaters cannot. That is why, a couple of years later, 
and again at the request of the packet community, T-MARC recommended the 145.50 to 
145.70 MHz portion of the two-meter band (in addition to the already designated 145.00 
to 145.10 MHz exclusive packet segment) be shared by packet and voice operations. 


Recently, T-MARC designated this 145.50 to 145.70 segment also for exclusive 
packet use. In addition to providing a number of additional channels, this action also 
provided several 600 KHz-spaced digi "repeater" frequency pairs, should the packet 
community wish to set up this type of station operation. 


Within the repeater segments of the band, coordinated repeater operations are 
protected by Section 97.205(c) of the Rules from interference by the operation of 
uncoordinated repeaters. The Commission had interpreted this to also included 
interference from other types of station operation. 


Because of the limited ability of repeaters to "QSY" to other frequencies, T-MARC is 
asking the packet community to relocate their operations to one of the exclusive packet 
segments of the two-meter band other than the 144.90 to 145.00 MHz portion. 


T-MARC appreciates everyone’s cooperation in helping resolve this particular 
_ problem. T-MARC would be happy to discuss any questions one may have. Please feel

Hams help in Dolphin Study 


Nearly two dozen Amateur Radio operators along Alabama’s coast have been helping 
in a study of the unexplai: 4 deaths of Dolphins along the coastline. Operating from 
aircraft and boats and trucks of the Greenpeace organization and working with the Marine 
Mammal Stranding Network, the Amateur operation speeded up the recover effort from 
nearly a day to as little as two hours between the time a dolphin was spotted and when it 
was delivered to pathologists. During an 11-day period, 355 radio transmissions were 
made on behalf of the research effort. Father Gerald Regan - WA4CZC, a Roman Catholic 
priest and marine ecologist working on the project at Mobile, Alabama’s Springhill Univer- 
sity, had nothing but praise for the Amateur’s work. 

Studies by Auburn University veterinarians showed the cause of death of the Dolphins 
we: asmall parasitic worm carried in some forms of fish. When dolphins eat the fish, they 
can become infected with the worms, which lodge in air passages and result in pneumonia. 
Studies have been going on since 1977 but satisfying explanations had not been developed. 
Father Regan says, "I think we have an excellent chance (to solve the mystery).

Other Plans--Or Pipe Dreams? 

We’ve heard a number of interesting 
ideas proposed on N4EFJ/R. For 
instance, in order to expand membership, 
it might be appropriate to award free 
memberships to individuals who 
encourage three new members to join. 
Such a system could be easily 
administered. Each new member, paying 
his or her dues to the treasurer, would 
identify the current member who 
attracted him or her to the club.
